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Introduction 



With this book goes the fervent hope that it will be helpful — 
helpful in providing acquaintance with the kinds of trees that grow 
here and, in another sense, helpful to the trees themselves in increasing 
concern for their preservation. For these truly belong to Santa Barbara, 
the trees on public property entrusted to everyone, under the protection 
and jurisdiction of the City Park Commission (County Court House 
area excepted). Along our 280 miles of streets and several hundred 
cultivated acres of parks are more than 350 species of trees — an excep- 
tionally large variety. What their names are, how they got there, and 
where they can be readily seen is the purpose of this publication. 

In the text, the trees are arranged alphabetically according to 
botanical name, automatically supplying an index. They are also 
numbered consecutively, the number associated with each species placed 
on the maps to show approximate location. For reasons of legibility 
and space, where there are several trees of one kind, only a single 
specimen is shown. Likewise, the same species may not appear on every 
map. Reasons for including a map of the city are obvious. It should 
be particularly helpful in determining block numbers of streets, as well 
as in what direction they extend. 

The descriptions are purposely brief, with salient characteristics 
given whenever possible to identify the species discussed. They also make 
a point of supplying the date of planting when known, so that an 
assessment of growth rate, adaptability, and general performance can 
be made by the observer. Plantings during the period 1956-1963 
were installed by this writer as city arborist. Previous dates of introduc- 
tion and planting frequently mentioned in the text are accredited (F), 
Franceschi, and (R), Riedel. This refers to the two significant books 
"Flora of Santa Barbara' 3 by Dr. Francescho Franceschi, 1895, and 
"Plants For Extra-Tropical Regions" by Peter Riedel. Both men are 
outstanding in the story of horticulture here. 

Throughout the book statements like "the only one of its kind" 
or "the single tree found" occur. Obviously the world-wide variety of 
plants here includes many rare and unusual species. The constant 
challenge is to preserve these, as well as to re-introduce those promising 
species already lost and to establish the many kinds yet untried. The 
lists of additional species, both in the text and appendix, may indicate 
this horticultural scope. 

Street trees are usually given more than one location, correlated 
with the Street Index in the appendix. A good deal can be learned by 
observing the conditions under which the street tree is required to grow. 
Usually it is found clinging to a narrow strip of ground between 
pavement and road called the parkway, or stuck in a little square 
opening surrounded by cement; it is subject to clearance regulations 
requiring its crown to be lifted, baring the trunk 15-18 feet at the base 
and, if need be, lowered by cutting back at the top — natural growth 
habit notwithstanding; it is asked to endure car exhaust fumes, poor 
light, whatever soil moisture it can eke out, and a minimum of cultural 
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care or, unfortunately all too often, none at all. In consideration, they 
well may be regarded with wonder, not unmixed with admiration.

Likely to prove very helpful is a new book, of which this writer 
is co-author, to be issued in the near future by the Santa Barbara 
Botanic Garden. Its previous publication "Trees of Santa Barbara" 
(1948), which has been a basic reference, is no longer in print. 

Study our trees. Enjoy and appreciate them. Re-visit them at 
every opportunity, throughout the years. If, as so often is said, a picture 
is worth a thousand words, seeing firsthand should speak volumes.

ACACIA 

Mostly evergreen trees and shrubs of the Mimosa Family, 
Mimosaceae, usually blooming profusely with yellow flowers winter 
and spring. Reported here as early as the 1860's, there are approximately 
40 species in cultivation at present, though more than 500 occur world- 
wide. 

1 Acacia baileyana Bailey Acacia, Cootamundra Wattle Australia 
Small rounded tree 20-30 ft. tall with feathery, light blue-gray foliage, 
becoming a cloud of yellow when in bloom.

Erect, full-crowned tree to 50 ft. tall. First grown here in the 1870s 
(F) and widely planted as a street tree at one time.

6 Acacia pendula Weeping Myall Australia 
Small to medium-sized tree 20-40 ft. tall. Seldom seen, though decidedly 
ornamental with light gray foliage on long, pendulous branchlets. 
A large specimen in the Gillespie gardens in 1905 (R).

7 Acacia pennatula Mexico 
Open-crowned tree to 35 ft. tall, armed with stout spines. Introduced by 
Dr. Franceschi in 1910 (R). Only one other tree has been located with 
the two cited.

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8 Acacia podalyriaefolia Pearl Acacia Australia 
Ornamental shrub or small tree to 20 ft. tall. First offered here by 
Dr. Franceschi in 1911 (R).

9 Acacia pruinosa Bronze Acacia Australia 
Medium-sized tree to about 30 ft. tall with lacey, fern-like foliage. 
Franceschi Park 

10 Acacia pubescens Hairy Wattle Australia 
Graceful shrub or small tree to 20 ft. tall. 

Municipal Golf Course (two trees west of No. 2 tee, planted 1957) 
Lower Orpet Park (small plants) 

1 1 Acacia pyenantha Golden Wattle Australia 
Small tree 15-25 ft. tall with showy bloom; the golden, fragrant, ball- 
like flower heads among the largest in the genus.

Small tree, of which the only one noted is in —

Large shrub, sometimes a small tree to about 15 ft. tall with prickly, 
needle-like foliage.

ACER Maple 

Woody plants belonging to the Maple Family, Accraceac, which 
generally do not grow well in the mild, dryish climate of Southern 
California. Besides commonly having lobed leaves of various kinds, the 
paired winged seeds, which whirl propeller-like as they fall, arc familiar 
identification. 

15 Acer buergerianum Trident Maple China, Japan 
Hounded deciduous tree 20-30 ft. tall whose leaves frequently end in 5 
triangular lobes, suggesting a trident. The only known location is the 
block planting on 

La Cadena St. 
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16 Acer negundo Box-Elder United States 
Medium-sized, spreading deciduous tree to about 40 ft. tall with leaflets 
in threes. Supplanted now by many more desirable and less troublesome 
species.

A specimen of the native subspecies, Acer negundo californicum, is on

17 Acer oblong um Oblong Maple India, China 
Rather small, semi-deciduous tree to 30 ft. tall with oblong, unlobed 
leaves, which is unusual for a maple. The species was first offered by 
Dr. Franceschi in 1910.

Caesalpinaceae, Senna Family 
Fast growing deciduous tree 45 ft. tall or more with bright red new 
growth.

21 A crony chia baueri SCRUB YeLLOW-WOOD AUSTRALIA 

Rutaceae, Citrus Family 
The only specimen known is a small rounded tree about 15 ft. tall with 
attractive evergreen foliage. Planted by E. O. Orpet in the late 1920s 
(R).

Road, Franceschi Park overlooks the city and presents 
sweeping views of the sea and channel islands.

Given to the city in 1931 by Alden Freeman, the 
site was previously acquired in 1904 by Dr. Franceschi, 
who named it Montarioso. Here he established his home 
and nursery to continue his devoted work on plant 
introduction.

Araucariackae, is probably best known for the Monkcv Puzzle Tree, 
Araucaria araucana (sun. A. imbricate), native to Chile. Strangely 
enough, there has evidently never been a good specimen in Santa 
Barbara, At present, a few small 2-4 ft. trees have been planted. Two 
other rare species here are Araucaria angustifolia fsyn. A. brasilensis) 
Of which a good specimen planted in 1910 is known, and Araucaria 
columnaris fsyn. A. cookii) seen by Dr. Franceschl in 1895 and repre- 
sented now by 3 or 4 fine specimens.

Bulky tree 100 ft. tall or more with a dome-shaped top. The huge 
green cones, resembling a pineapple, can weigh up to ten pounds.

ORPET PARK 

Formerly known as Hillside Park, this area was 
re-named Orpet Park in 1963 in honor of Mr. E. O. 
Orpet, who developed and planted it while city park 
superintendent, 1920-1930. 

Situated directly below the El Encanto Hotel, the 
park is divided by Alameda Padre Serra into Upper 
and Lower Orpet Park, extending east to Moreno Road 
and west to Pedregosa St. Scarcely more than 4 acres, 
it contains a notable botanical collection of rare trees 
and shrubs.
